Church Extension.

More than 113 churches have been helped, and in return 
for this much needed aid, the churches of Colorado Confer- 
ence have given into the treasury of the Church Extension 
Board, by their annual collections, the amount of only 
$16,000. 

Your committee, therefore, begs leave to recommend 
that a greater effort should be made by each pastor in press- 
ing the claims of this most worthy cause, for a more gener- 
ous collection. And we further recommend that since this 
cause is exceedingly needy, that each pastor keep this col- 
lection out of the omnibus plan and present it separately 
and most earnestly.

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Education. 


Your Committee on Education begs leave to report as 
follows: 

To every lover of liberal learning, the growth in nearly 
every particular, of the University of Denver, is a cause for 
pride and gratitude to God. 

There were enrolled in the several schools of the Univer- 
sity the past year 598 students. There were 58 degrees con- 
ferred, and up to the present 388 students have completed 
courses of study in the University and have received its 
diplomas and degrees. 

As an evidence of progress we mention that in 1890-91 this 
institution, in its College of Liberal Arts, offered to those 
seeking admission, 57 courses of study. It new offers 135 
courses. 350 recitations per week are conducted within the 
halls of the University, not including the School of Music. 

The School of Liberal Arts has excellently equipped 
laboratories for the study of Chemistry, Physics, Minerology 
and Biology. Arrangements have been made with the two 
large green-houses at University Park to supply material 
for the study of vegetable histology. There are in Denver 
many collections of the minerals, flora and fauna, of the 
Rocky Mountain region, open to the students of the Univer- 
sity. The Capitol building has a very rich and extensive 
classification of the mineral, animal and vegetable life and 
products of the West. These, together with the extensive 
collections owned by the University, afford a very full and 
practical museum for the study of nature. 

The Chamberlin Observatory needs no commendation 
from us. Its excellence is known by scholars and students 
throughout the land and beyond our shores. 


The Medical College may be said to be practically with- 
out a competitor in the Greater West. It is acknowledged 
as being ahead of all western Medical Schools in its appoint- 
ments and its faculty of instruction. Last year there were 
fifty clinics per week held for the benefit of the students, and 
6000 patients were treated at the halls of the Medical School. 


The Iliff School of Theology has now perfected its plans 
for a complete corps of professors, instructors and lecturers, 
bringing the curriculum up to the grade of our oldest and 
most efficient schools of theology. Within the past year 
the light was removed from one of the altars of this school 
of sacred learning when Newell Albright was translated. 


The School of Law has added a third year to its courses 
of study, affording a well perfected plan for the study of law 
and leading up to graduation by the highest and most hon- 
orable standard. 

_ The Dental School is a member of the National Associa- 
tion of Dental Faculties, and also a member of the National 
Association of Dental Examiners, and is in its standing 
pesehy up to the requirements of these national associa- 

ions. 
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It is notable that the schools of medicine, law, theology, 
dentistry and music have thus far been maintained without 
expense to the trustees other than the free use of the build- . 
ings and halls which they have occupied. 

For the School of Music and Fine Arts the trustees have 
secured Samuel H. Blakeslee, of Ohio, a man of great ability 
and wide experience, for Dean. A full corps of able in- 
structors has been provided. The courses of study are of a 
high order. This department cannot but attract the atten- 
tion of advanced students in music. 

Patrons of the University will note the addition of a 
Department of Pedagogy, with an able professor in charge. 
The young teachers of the State will do well to acquaint 
themselves with the work of pedagogy to be done hereafter 
in the University of Denver. 

The Department of Oratory holds high rank among the 
schoolsof the institution, and provides excellent instruc- 
tion in the art of expression. 

We also speak with pride of the fact that ours is the first 
of the Methodist schools west ot Chicago to reach the full 
@rade of a University, and thus far it stands alone in this 
respect. 

We recommend that W. F. McDowell be appointed chan- 
cellor, and A. H. Briggs dean, W. PF. Steele acting dean, and 
A. B. Hyde, J. R. Van Pelt, and A. C. Knudson be appointed 
professors in the University. 

Your attention is especially called to the work of the 
General Board of Education, under the efficient leadership 
of its accomplished and untiring representative, C. H. 
Payne, which deserves the fullest appreciation and support 
of the whoJe Church. The Board aided last year 1,800 stu- 
dents in our various schools and colleges. Of this number 
thus aided fifteen were in attendance at the University of 
Denver, receiving the sum of $697. Ten of these were resi- 
dents of Colorado, aided in the sum of $465. 


We regret that the Conference turned into the treasury 
of the board during last year, only $207, less than one-third 
the sum received from the board in our own University, and 
less than one-third the sum raised by the Conference in 1896. 
With the substantial aid coming to our students from the 
board and with the valuable counsel and encouragement 
that the present Secretary has given to our own educational 
problems, we feel impelled to urge upon all our churches 
the enthusiastic observance of Children’s Day, and the faith- 
ful forwarding of the amount of the collection to the treas- 
urer of the board. 

We recommend that Rev. D. L. Rader, D D., be appointed 
Agent of the University of Denver, and that the Bishop and 
the Cabinet at once advise the trustees of the University to 
provide adequate salary and suitable guaranty for said fin- 
ancial agent. 

We recommend the following persons for Conference 
visitors and examiners for two years: 

C. I. Mills, C. EK. DeLaMater, R. A. Chase, N. H. Lee and 
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M. D. Hornbeck. For one year; W.A. Allen, C. A. Brooks, 
G. B. F. Huene, E. V. DuBois and H. B. Cook.

The financial condition of our educational institution, 
the University of Denver, constitutes a problem of such 
gravity, involving the very life of the school, that your com- 
mittee desires to submit a special report and recommend a 
plan of action covering the most particular and important 
interest that can come before this session of our Annual 
Conference. 

The following is a statement of the present debt of the 
University:

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N. B.—To take care of present floating debt and meet the 
probable deficiency for the coming year, about $33,000 will 
be needed. 


$33,000 deficiency at the end of the ensuing year is a peril- 
ous prospect, especially so when foreclosure proceedings 
have already been ordered and are now held in abeyance un- 
til after this session of the Colorado Conference, hoping that 
some concert of action, both harmonious and effective may 
be found to save the University from impending destruction, 
Therefore after most careful consideration, in which the 
committee sought to obtain the best thought of many mem- 
bers of the Conference outside of the Educational Committee 
and of every available friend of the University, your com- 
mittee unanimously decided to recommend to you, that im- 
mediate steps be taken to free this, our beloved institution, 
from the horrible incubus of debt. To this end we recom- 
mend the following plan: 

1st. That 500 pairs of University lots be placed upon the 
market by the trustees at once, at an average price of $300 
a pair, and the proceeds devoted to the liquidation of the 
debts of the University. 

2nd. We recommend the following terms :—One-fourth 
of the purchase price of these lots sold shall be due within 
thirty days after the purchaser shall be notified that 100 
pairs of lots have been sold, forty per cent. of this first pay- 
ment to be cash, the remainder cash within ninety days. 
The remaining three-fourths of the purchase price to be 
paid in three annual payments, providing that at the time 
of each annual payment, an additional 100 pairs of lots have 
been sold. 

3rd. If further time for payment be required by any pur- 
chaser, special arrangements may be made with the trustees 
of the University to extend the time, six per cent. interest 
being required on all such extended payments. 

4th. Where anyone desires to pay all cash on purchase, 
ten per cent. deduction on purchase price shall be made. 


Epworth League. 


We rejoice greatly in the prosperity which God has 
granted the League in-the past, but we would urge that we 
press onward, especially studying the nature and scope of 
the task which is set before us, and availing ourselves of all 
good means to its accomplishment. We urge our pastors to 
know and use the ample helps afforded by the Board of Con- 
trol and the General Secretary. 

We offer special suggestions on the following points: 

1. Of the Epworth League reading course, The course 
for this year includes four excellent books, very low in 
price. 
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2. The League at Work Series. A collection of smal! 
books, giving helps for the departmental work of the chap- 
ter. 

3. The Epworth Herald is an indispensable help in Ep- 
worth League work. 

4. We would call special attention to the problem of 
sacred song in connection with the Epworth League, We 
deplore the tendency of the League to yield itself to the ex- 
ploitation of professional song-book makers of a certain 
class, instead of drawing only from the rich treasures of 
pure and noble hymnology, fit to be brought as our purest, 
costliest offering of song, to the throne of God. 

5. In this Conference it is particularly important to urge 
the general observance of Epworth League College Day. 


6. We would call attention to the too common evil of the 
neglect of general church work by Epworth Leaguers in the 
interest of the special work. When such a condition is 
reached, the League is almost a disorganizer. 

7. We urge the importance of systematic Bible study in 
the Leagues, after the general plan of the Board of Control.

Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education 
Society. 


Your Committee submits the following: 


1. We recognize that Christian education is a chief factor 
in the successful solution of the “Negro Question,” and that 
hitherto needs of the African people have not been sufficient- 
ly recognized by the Christian Churches. While much good 
has beenaccomplished,much more remains to be done. The 
negro race is increasing rapidly, and there will soon be 
10,000,000 black people within the present boundaries of the 
United States of America. There are in the sixteen Southern 
States 4,454,843 persons over ten years of age, who can neither 
read nor write. These people must be educated and Chris- 
tianized. : 

2. The Methodist Episcopal Church, recognizing herself 
in duty bound by Christ’s commands, as well as by her great 
opportunities and by her great ability, has undertaken to do 
for them her full duty, and she dare not lay the responsi- 
bility aside, The Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education 
Society, the only channel through which we work among 
these people, is burdened with heavy debt. Four schools 
are without Presidents, and in nearly all the teaching force 
has been reduced in order to lighten expenses. > 


3. We therefore recommend that $1,200, the amount we 
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are asked to raise for this society, be accepted by the Con- 
ference, and that the Presiding Elders be constituted a com- 
mittee to apportion the same to the charges. 


We urge that every pastor present this cause and take a 
collection for it, for many of the charges reported no collec- 
tion last year. 


We recommend the Christian Educator as an efficient 
means of spreading information concerning the needs and 
the work of the society, and trust that it will be used and 
faithfully represented by every pastor in the Conference.

Episcopal Fund. 


Your committee notes with pleasure that we seem to be 
growing in this grace also, going on to perfection. For the 
two years just past Denver District has had no blanks. The 
three remaining districts last year had thirty-three blanks 
in the column of Episcopal Support; this year only eigh- 
teen. Nevertheless, many have not pro-rated according to 
the established basis of computation. We suggest that the 
Presiding Elders, at the first quarterly conference in each 
charge, instruct that body that the apportionment for the 
support of the Bishops is 144 of the pastor’s salary, includ- 
ing house rent. That in the future all pastors shall be ex- 
pected to pro-rate with the Episcopal fund. We also recom- 
mend that in the verbal report of the pastor to the Annual 
Conference he shall be required to answer the question, 
asked by the Presiding Bishop, in the matter of pastoral 
support, “Have you pro-rated with the Episcopal Fund?”

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University Reorganization. 


Your Commission on University Reorganization would 
report that it met with a committee from the Board of 
Trustees of the Colorado Seminary, June 2, 1898, and after a 
prolonged session the commission and committee agreed 
upon several recommendations to be submitted severally to 
the Trustees of the Colorado Seminary, the Society of the 
University of Denver and the Colorado Conference. 


In our consultations the Trustees heard us patiently, and 
treated our suggestions respectfully. Not all were adopted, 
but such modifications as were adopted will doubtless prove 
by the test of time and experience, to have been wise 


The recommendations to the Society of the University of 
Denver, resulted in an agreement to so modify its charter 
that it shall include in its membership all the trustees of 
Colorado Seminary, in place of the Bxecutive Committee, 
and shall annul the provision for “honorary members;” 
otherwise to remain as at present constituted. 

It was further recommended that the Annual Conference 
request the Alumni Association of the four principal de- 
partments, viz.: the College of Liberal Arts, the Schools of 
Theology, Medicine and Law, in turn, respectively, to nomi- 
nate annually three persons from their own members, one 
of whom may be elected trustce. 

The Commission would also report that while no radical 
and possibly no particularly beneficial changes have been 
effected in the organization of the University, yet it feels as- 
sured that the results may-be helpful to the institution. It 
has brought the representatives of the Conference face to 
face with the great burdens these Trustees are carrying. It 
has convinced them that most of these officers are deeply 
interested in, and are constantly sacrificing for the institu- 
tion. It has convinced the Commission also that the figure- 
headsand useless members of that Board should be replaced 
by members who will be willing to give at least enough of 
their time to be in attendance at the annual meetings. It 
has brought about the passage of a resolution by the Trus- 
tees of Colorado Seminary, inviting the members of the So- 
ciety of the University of Denver, and the Conference Com- 
mittee on University affairs, to be present at all meetings of 
the said Board of Trustees, and giving to them the privi ege 
of the floor in the discussions. This will, we believe, enlarge 
the circle of interest in the School’s affairs, and enable the 
Conference to be an important factor in shaping its policy. 

The Commission, while necessarily hindered in its legit- 
imate work of reorganization, by the ever-recurring problem 
of the immediate financial difficulties of the University, yet 
has felt that a thorough understanding of this phase of the 
question would the better fit it for suggestions in the matter 
of reorganization.

JEANNETTE K. BROWN BURTON 


Was born in Montgomery County, Ill., April 13th, 1865, and 
died in Rocky Ford, Colorado, Jan. 31st, 1898.

CHARLES H. KOYL 


Was born in Ontario, Canada, March 15, 1855, and departed 
this life in Highlands, Denver, Colo., April 17, 1898, aged 43 
years, 1 month and 2 days. He moved with his parents to 
Green Ridge, Mo., thence he came to Colorado. Availing 
himself of all the advantages at hand for an education, he 
selected for himself the legal profession for his life calling, 
and studied law in the office of General A. J. Sampson, at 
Canon City, Colo. After a season he removed to Rosita, and 
there, during a precious season of grace, he presented him- 
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self at God’s altar and gave himself unreservedly to God and 
His kingdom. When the light of divine grace shone into his 
heart, his whole life was transformed; new problems were 
confronting him; new purposes were formulating them- 
selves ; and though he had chosen his own profession, God 
had chosen another for him, and in true loyalty to his new- 
found life he readily obeyed the call of God to preach the 
Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ. These experiences were 
so real that in after life he had no disturbances of heart con- 
cerning them. 

This occurred in the winter of 1879. Early in the spring 
of 1880 he was sent to look up new work, by the Presiding 
Elder, along the Arkansas river above Canon City, preaching 
his first sermon at Buena Vista and organizing a class at 
that place, also preaching at Cleoria, near the present site of 
Salida, and going as far as Gunnison City. 

The next year, 1880, he supplied a newly formed charge, 
called the Ft. Collins circuit, under the Presiding Elder. He 
joined the Colorado Conference on trial, August 5, 1881, and 
was returned to Ft. Collins circuit. Afterwards he served 
the following charges:—Evanston, three years; Laramie, 
two years; Canon City, three years; Longmont, five years ; 
Highlands, one year and nearly eight months; thus preach- 
ing nearly nineteen years among us. sd 

He was taken into full membership into the Conference 
and was ordained deacon by Bishop Wiley, at Lawrence 
Street, Denver, July 29, 1883; and elder by Bishop Andrews, 
at Pueblo, Colo., July 19, 1885. He was married to Carrie 
Emigh, April 23,1884. As the result of this marriage four 
children were born to them, two sons and two daughters, all 
of whom survive him. 

He was unassuming in his manners, thoroughly ortho- 
dox in his belief. He loved to revel in the great themes of 
revelation and was a student of the word, and with all his 
energy pressed forward to a high standard of Christian liv- 
ing. His life illuminated his preaching. The transparency 
and purity of it demonstrated what he meant when he 
preached of holiness—and holiness was his theme. The 
Colorado Conference has lost a member wholly transparent 
in life, fully in love with his work, and closely knit to God.
